•which disaffection prevails 
against 


the Coolidge administration. He is not 
known as a radical but as a liberal. 
He is a business man. who has the 
confidence of business groups in the 
east, before whom he has made sev- 
eral spcechss in recent months. 


Mr. Meredith's only handicap 
is 


that the Democrats do not like to 
select a candidate from a state whose 
electoral vote they rarely 
if ever

Outside of Senator Walsh and Ed- 


ward Meredith, tho drys are really st 
a loss for outstanding candidates. 
There are plenty of "wet" candidates. 
Governor Ritchie of Maryland, and 
Senator Reed of Missouri, are alter- 
nates if Al Smith doesn't win. The 
disinterested political experts1 who 
are pushing any particular candidacy, 
especially national 
committee men 


from southern states, seem to think 
that if any wet is going to be nomin- 
ated, Al Smith has as good a chance 
as any, but they are insistent that a 
man who has not been identified with 
the prohibition fight would be a much 
more likely choice.

His fir&t church 
duties were those of assistant to the 
late Father James O'Mallcy in this 
city, -whom ho succeeded upon the 
letter's death. He also served at Ap- 
pleton, at Berlin and Portage.

Detroit—OP)—Fire following a series 


of explosions in one of the main 
plants of the Briggs Manufacturing 
Co., 
an automobile body firm, early 


Saturday killed at least 20 men and 
injured more than 100, according to 
an early estimate by firemen. Two 
firemen who were on the roof of the 
building are believed to have fallen 
to death in the blazing interior. The 
building, a new four story brick and 
steel structure, was destroyed. 


The flames were brought under con- 


trol shortly before noon. 
At that 


time Charles T. Earl, deputy coroner, 
estimated that a score of bodies still 
were in the ruins. Many of the in- 
jured were TCegroes. 


The dead were believed to be buried 


under the wreckage of the building. 
Search'was being made for victims. 


A strong .wind and the fact that the 


plant,, contained large quantities of 
paints and varnishes, used In automo- 
bile body finishing, hampered efforts 
at rescue work. More than 2,000 per 
sons were at work in the building at 
the time of the explosion. 


Many of the injured were treated 


In the plant's first aid station, but this 
had to be abandoned when the flames 
spread to that part of the building. 
Most of the injured were victims of 
the heavy 
smoke and fumes that 


spread throughout tho building soon 
after the explosion. 


VACATE NEARBY HOUSES 


As the fire continued more than an 


hour and a half after the explosions, 
occupants of nearby houses and stores 
were directed to vacate immediately, 
it being apparent the 
walls of the 


plant would collapse. 
Police lines 


were established 900 feet around the 
plant. 


At 10:20 the walls on the Harper 


side of the building collapsed and the 
fire spread to the opposite side of the 
street. Residents of the house and 
shops there began to vacate the build- 
ings. 


The cause of the explosion was not 


immediately determined but a work 
man expressed the belief a short-cir- 
cuited motor was responsible. 


Adolph Hussey. a truck driver, de- 


scribed the explosion as follows: 


HEARS TWO EXPLOSIONS 
"I had just delivered an order to a 


store across the street from the plant 
and was coming out of the store when 
I heard the explosions. 
There were 


two of them, one after the other. The 
whole wall seemed to crumple' up and 
fall into the street and bricks and 
stones were everywhere. 


"A man was blown through 
the 


glass of one of the large windows 
along the street. He was injured seri- 
ously, but still living." 


Floyd King. 20, a checker working 


on the third floor of the building, -who 
escaped with slight burns, said: "It 
was like standing in the mouth of a 
cannon while it was being exploded." 


The first explosion, he said, came 


without warning and was followed a 
second later by a searing sheet of flame 
that engulfed a spraying room where 
50 men were working. 


LIKE THUNDERCLAP 


"It came like a. clap of thunder," 


King *a!d. "Then everything became 
fire. The flro passed over my head 
like a wave and burned my hair. I 
started running for my clothes to {ret 
my money and my street car tickets. 


"I had taken no more than half a 


dozen steps when someone bumped 
against me and knocked me down. I 
fell to the floor. While I was strug- 
gling to get up. the floor leaped into 
flames and I was burned on the shoul- 
der and arms. 


"I was lucky." he said. ''I don't 


know what happened to the other 
men. I know that their clothes aecai- 
ed to shrivel into rags when the sheet 
of fire hit them. The room was like 
a furnace. 
Flames and cries 
and 


shouts. I got out as quickly as 1 
could."

for having attempted to assassinate 
Premier Mussolini in 1923, and to fo-

Zaniboni was arrested in the Hotel 


Dragoni in a room overlooking 
the 


Chigi palace in Rome, from the bal- 
cony of which Mussolini was to deliver 
an address. The prisoner was dicssed 
in the uniform of his rank as major 
of an Alpine regiment and was armed 
with a rifle with a globe sight. He ad- 
mitted dramatically on the stand that 
he was guilty of attempted assassina- 
tion, but added "but I a!one am 
guilty." The others on trial with him 
were not guilty, he said.

Mussolini from the

them, condemned the men after a trial 
with exemplary precision.

Which seek through the world is 


ne'er met with elsewhere. 


Home .home, sweet, sweet, home. 
Be it ever so humble, there's no 


dace like home.'' 


The song swept the world. Its sweet 


strains are sung in every known land 
It brought the author no financial re- 
ward, but it flooded the globe with 
sentiment. Of the failure of his work 
to put money in his pocket, Payne 
said: 


"How often I have been in the heart 


of Paris. Berlin. London or some other 
city, and have heard persons singing-, 
or hand organs playing 'Home. Sweet 
Home." without having a shilling to 
buv mvself .the next meal or a place 
to lay my head." 


He never saw his 
Easlhampton 


birthplace again, and died in bitter- 
ness of spirit, alone, in Tunis.

chestra which will play in Lawrence 
Memorial chapel Wednesday evening 
April 27 as the last number of the 
Community Artist scries, was organ- 
ized merely as a temporary group to 
give a concert for the benefit of the 
American Ked Cross in 1914 during 
the war. Its successwas so overwhelm- 
ing as to warrant continuation.

Barrere, its leader, others have follow- 
ed his lead and little symphonies have 
started up all over the United States 
Some of these are fostered by public 
spirited citizens and in not a. few 
cases by municipalities themselves.

performances. This is due not only to

A REASONABLE DOUBT 


There are some persons who believe 


that the movement of international pro- 
portions to prevent the execution of the 
convicted 
Massachusetts murderers, 


Sacco and Vanzetti. is the customary as- 
sault of radicals upon the integrity of 
American courts and American justice. 
Color is given to this opinion by the fact 
that Sacco and Vanzetti were both reds, 
and that the protests against their execu- 
tion have come mostly from communists 
and other extremists. 
Lately, however, 


many men of prominence and standing, 
acting it is to be presumed without preju- 
dice, have taken up the cause of these 
men in an effort to have them pardoned or 
their sentences commuted. 


Sacco and Vanzetti were convicted six 


years ago of murdering two payroll mes- 
sengers at South Braintree, Massachu- 
setts. The murder was cold«blooded and 
singularly daring. The men were shot 
down in the principal street of the town in 
broad daylight, the murderers making a 
clean getaway with boxes containing 
nearly §16,000 in currency. There were 
many eye witnesses both to the shooting 
and to the escape of the bandits immedi- 


" ately afterward. A number of witnesses 
testified positively that Sacco and Van- 
zetti were members of the murder party 
and that one of-them killed at least one of 
the victimsr None of the witnesses kneu- 
either Sacco or Vanzetti, but identified 
them from memory on their apprehension 
some days later. There was circumstan- . 
tial evidence as to the identity of the mur- 
der car. Watch was kept over this partic- 
ular car, and when its owner and three 
other Italians called for it they were ar- 
rested. These included Sacco and Van- 
zetti. 


Both men lied about themselves and 


their whereabouts on the day of the mur- 
der. There were other circumstances 
which the state emphasized as tending to 
establish after the crime "a consciousness 
of guilt," so that the evidence on which 
they were convicted was both direct and 
circumstantial. On the other hand, there 
were a number of eye witnesses who as- 
serted positively that none of those in the 
murder car was either Sacco or Vanzetti. 
Alibis by numerous witnesses were es- 
tablished for both men, to prove that they 
were not and could not have been in 
Souta Braintree at the time the crime was 
committed. At certain points in the case, 
the conflict of testimony was irreconcil- 
able. .In others, the character of the wit- 
nesses and the evidence presented by the 
state seems to be discreditedV 


It is asserted in behalf of Sacco and 


Vanzetti that they " were arrested and 
prosecuted at a time when public opinion 
in Massachusetts was acutely aroused 
against radicals and when, largely jn 
that state and at its instance, the federal 
government was engaged in deporting 
reds and undesirable aliens wholesale. 
Many crimes had been committed togelh- 
.er with vjolation of property, and 5t is 
argued thai in the inflamed atmosphere 
against radicalism the defendants couM" 
not and did not receive a-fair trial. 
The 


supreme court o: Massachusetts did not 
pass on the evidence or the credibility of 
witnesses: the trial judge and jury arc the 
only ones who have pronounced the de- 
fendants guilK. A retrial was dcnic-3 aij'J 
the denial upheld by the supreme court, 
notwithstanding it is alleged much :.c.v 
evidence has been brought to light, an<i» 
recent disclosures point strongly to the 
guili of professional bandit? knov.'ij ns tiic 
MorclH gang.

to us that on the showing of facts reason- 
able dotibt, perhaps more than reasonable 
doubt, exists as to their guilt. The fact 
that these men are reds should not be al- 
lowed to prejudice their lives, neither 
should justice in Massachusetts be in- 
timidated by red threats of reprisal. Sonic 
of the partisans of Sacco and 
Vanzetti 


demand their pardon and liberation, but 
tin's is obviously going from one extreme 
to the other. It is an emotional demand, 
for they know nothing about the actual 
guilt or innocence of the men. We think 
the governor of Massachusetts would be 
well justified in commuting the sen- 
tences, pending a further investigation of 
the case and efforts to test the theory 
that the murders were committed by oth- 
er parties. -Enough doubt exists, notwith- 
standing the verdict of guilt by a jury, to 
take no chances on the execution of inno- 
cent men. It will be no miscarriage of 
justice in any event, and if it transpires 
later that their guilt is not established be- 
yond a reasonable doubt they can be 
pardoned and set free. 


MONEY AND JUSTICE 


The granting by Judge Raymond of an 


order of mistrial upon motion of the de- 
fense counsel in the suit of Aaron Sapiro 
against Henry Ford for $1.000.000 dam- 
ages lor alleged libel illustrates afresh 
the difficulties of administering justice 
where a large sum of money is involved, 
or when one or more of the parties are 
immensely wealthy. The suit has been on 
trial for manj- weeks and has cost a large 
sum of money to the people of Detroit 
and to the principals. The mistrial was 
caused by one of the jurors, a woman, 
granting an interview discussing the case 
to a local newspaper. The interview and 
its pt blication were equally improper 
and. as the judge commented, constituted 
an interference by the public press with 
the function of the court. The newspaper 
is to be cited for contempt, which is as 
it should be. There are licenses which 
newspapers cannot take, and for which 
when taken they should be held account- 
able. It is another instance of that yellow 
journalism which has done so much to 
discredit the American press as a whole, 
and which is responsible for much misun- 
derstanding, social and racial antipathy 
and obstruction of justice. • 


On the other hand, there have been in- 


stances in the Sapiro case which reflect 
upon the litigants themselves. 
Charges 


^and countercharges have been made of,at- 
tempts fo fix: "jurors and to influence tes- 
timony and the verdict by the use of 
money. Too many trials take place in this 
country where similar charges are made, 
and such practices are established. 
It 


does not prove that such things occurred 
in the Sapiro-Ford suit, but the charges 
and suspicions are there. Money appar- 
ently does not hesitate, to go to any ex- 
treme to corrupt politics, government and 
courts. It would be interesting to know- 
just what disclosures a thorough investi- 
gation by the state of Michigan of the 
Detroit case would make. Whatever the 
facts, the truth is that a battle of money 
is a battle of money and seldom of justice.

The 
efect merely requires that the diabetic patient re- 
trict the amount of sugar (or starch) to the max- 
mum he or she can utilize. Your physician is the 
nly person who can tell you just how- much sugar 
ou may safely or wisely take. It doesn't matter 
•hether the sugar is in the form of cane sugar, 
ruit sugar, honey or what not. Nor does it matter 
ow much water you may take along with the su- 
"•ar.

HIS BUSY SEASON 


HASKIN WRITES TODAY 


ON— 


UNIVEKSITY WOMEN MEET 
Washington, D C . — From March 


31 to April 2 the representatives of 
26,000 university women will gather 
n Washington for the fifth annual 
convention of their national associ- 
tion. There will be about 500 of Jhc 
delegates and they will include prcsl- 
Icnts, deans, and professors of more 
ban a score of American colleges and 
universities, women of high rank in 
other professions, and women who 
lave not gone in for "careers." 


Problems growing out of the widen- 


ng- sphere of women's activities in 
social, political, and economic fields 
will be discussed from different as- 
pects at this three day's session of 
he American Association of Univer- 
sity Women, it is announced. Wo- 
men's progress and accomplishments 
n scholarship and scientific research, 
what they are doing and what ob- 
stacles they are encountering in bus- 
ness, and how the colleger and uni- 
versities of the United States are 
meeting their requirement are some 
of the question- that will be con- 
sidered. 


A report of a survey,made by the 


Association to determine the extent 
o which university women arc cnter- 
ng business will be made by the com- 
mittee on the economic and 
legal 


status of women, of which Mrs. Chase 


L Woodhouse, of

A international dinner will, 
be give in the evening at whcih a 
number of ambassadors to the United 
States will be present. President Ellen 
F. Pendleton will preside, and Dean 
Virginia C. Cilderslccvc, of Barnard 
College and former president of the 
International Federation of Univer- 
sity Women .will speak on "The In- 
ternational Viewpoint." 


Organization activities will be tak- 


en up on the final day of tho meeting 
with Mrs. Herbert Hoover presiding 
at the afternoon session and Dr. 
Australia Henry Reinhard at night. Dr 
Reinhardt, who is the president of 
Mills College, California, is the presi- 
dent of tho Association. 


There are 400 branches of the or- 


ganization, every State in the Union 
except New Hampshire being rcprc=- 
sentcd. Its chartered purpose is that 
of "a body corporate for tho purpose 
of uniting the alumnae of different 
institutions for practical educational 
work, for the collection and publi- 
cation of statistical and other Infor- 
mation concerning education, and in 
general for the maintcnace of high 
standards of education." 


Rcc6gnizing the rapidly growing in- 


terest of women in higher education 
and the increase in the attendance of 
women at American colleges and uni- 
versities the Association is devoting 
its attention primarily to tho main- 
tenance of collegiate standards from 
the woman's viewpoint, the improv- 
ing of conditions relating to women 
students, the equality of women with 
men on a scholarship basis as mem-

NINE FELLOWSHIPS AWARDED 


In addition the national organiza- 


tion and its scattered subsidiaries are 
spending many thousands of dollars 
each year for fellowships and schol- 
ars^ips ,to enable ""women to pursue 
post "graduate courses in various fields 
of study and scientific research. One 
of these is an international fellow- 
ship of the value of $1500 to enable, 
the holder to carry on a.year's re- 
search in some country other than 
her own during the academic year 
192T-28. 


This has just been awarded to Jlillc. 


Jceanne Veillard, of F(rance, who was 
chosen as the most scholarly of the 
women, o^, 25 countries recommended 
for the .prize." There were 55 women 
in the competition, the first of its 
kind^ open to women in any part of 
the -world, to -bo established. 
Mile. 


Veillard is" a" graduate of the Sorbon- 
ne, Paris, and is the 'first woman to 
be admitted to, the French^ Academy 
at Rome. During her tenure'of the 
fellowship she will carry on investi- 
gations in archaclogy.
